Community Development grant 
funds during the fiscal year 
beginning July 1, up $220,589 
from the $442,254 allocated in 
this fiscal year, Mary Kane 
Community Development 
administrator for Madison 
County, announced yesterday 

Under the new Community 


Development formula, Madison 
County is expected to receive 
about $3 million in CD funds 
next year, as compared to 
$2,195,000 in this fiscal year, she 
predicted 

A $3 million allocation to the 
county would allow about 
$2,296,048 to the five districts of 
the county for programs in 
cities, villages and townships 

The money will be distributed 
on a population basis to the 
districts at an estimated level of 
$9.15 per person in each district 
The districts received grants 
equivalent to $6.11 per person 
last year. 

The upcoming year is the 
third of the three-year program 
which started with a $1 million 
allocation the first year. 
$2,195,000 the second year and 
the $3 million next year 

The money is available for a 
variety of community and 
district programs, but at least a 
portion of the funds must be 
earmarked next year for 
housing rehabilitation 
programs and projects to aid 
the handicapped and those of 
low and moderate incomes.

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Future Secretaries hear 
bosses panel discussion 


Members’ of Granite City 
High School Future Secretaries 
Association met at GCHS-North 
on Monday evening to hear a 
panel of bosses give their views 
on the qualities desired in a 
good secretary. The panel 
consisted of Stan Howlett, 
Personnel Department, Granite 
of National 
Ted Eilermann, St 
Elizabeth Hospital ;- and Gilbert 
Wamsley, principal of Granite: 
City High School-North. 

The discussion was opened by 
Wamsley who stressed the 
personal attributes of cheer- 
fulness, friendliness, flexibility, 
adaptability, straightforwar- 
dness, and the ability to 
organize as being as important 
as the usual secretarial skills of 
typing and shorthand, when 
evaluating the desirable 
qualities to be found in a good 
secretary. He suggested that a 
geod rule’to'follow would be to 
treat everybody who came in 
the office as if he had the power 
to walk in and fire the boss. Also 
important was the quality of 
loyalty to the boss, and un- 
derstanding that his personal 
life is a ptivate matter. The 
secretary should consider her 
boss like she does her best 
friend, he stated; although you 
know all about them, you don’t 
discuss it with others. Loyalty 
also entrails protecting the boss 
from unwanted visitors. He 
concluded his section of the 
panel presentation by telling the 
girls that the secretarial career 
is one with fantastic 
possibilities, and they could go 
into any company at any level 
and rise to a very fine executive 
position 

Ted Eilermann spoke of the 
salary ranges for secretaries 








and beginners at St. Elizabeth 
Hospital. They desire a typing 
speed, of 80 words per minute 
and shorthand speed of 100 
works per minute. He stated 
that high school graduates 
should try to get a job at a clerk- 
typist level, and then work their 
way up to a secretarial position. 
This will provide them with 
good background experience 
and they will find and learn the 
secretarial job involves. The 
important thing is to get the job, 
then show how they can per- 
form, and can outshine 
everyone else. 

A pleasant smile: was em- 
phasized again by Eilermann as 
being an important asset. Also 
high on his list of priorities is 
telephone personality. He 
stressed the importance that 
the secretary read everything 
that comes into the office and be 
aware of what is going on; have 
an interest in the job; look for 
something you can relate to. 

He reminded the girls that 
when they are secretaries on 
the executive level they had to 
be aware that they are exam. 
ples for the rest of the 
organization, and the amount of 
time they take for lunch, or on 
coffee breaks, or if they are late 
getting to work, or have ex 
cessive absehteeism, are all 
factors noted by the other girls 
in the company who work for 
junior management. The idea is 
that if the executive secretaries 
can do it, the junior secretaries 
and others ‘should also be 
allowed to get away with it. This 
affects the morale of the entire 
office staff 

ilermann pointed out that 
the secretary's personality and 
the way she handles herself in 
all situations sets the tone for

Tests of tires, chains may aid winter drivers 


Granite City Chief of Police 
Ronald J. Veizer, who's 
charged with official respon- 
sibilities in protecting area 
citizens during emergencies, 
expressed concern today that 
important new winter driving 
information may not have come 
to the attention of all drivers

Tire performance in traction 
on snow-covered surfaces is not 
a function of tire construction 
(bias belted or radial). Tire 
performance, primarily, is a 
function of tread design 

When a radial tire has a snow 
tread, it performs as a snow 
tire.

article entitled ‘‘The Bird That 
Devours Men,” and called the 
monster the Piasa Bird for the 
first time. 

Russell related a legend, 
much of which Ke created, 
which persists as the ex- 
planation of the pictograph, 
Sangamon State University 
historians note. 


The Piasa bird, Russell 
wrote, was a hugh, flying 
monster which lived on the 
cliffs, destroyed Indian 


villages, consumed it captives, 
and resisted efforts to destroy 
it 

Chief, Ouatoga, however, 
during a dream inspired by the 
Great Spirit, conceived a plan to 
kill the terrible bird. : 

Using himself as bait and 20 of 
his bravest warriors to launch 
poisoned arrows, Ouatoga 
carried out the plan suc 
cessfully 

The Piasa bird fell into the 
Mississippi River and drowned, 
it was related 


In commemoration of this 
event, Russell contended, the 
grateful Indians placed’ the 





image of the Piasa bird on the 
bluff. 

Im 1841, the Piasa bird was 
included in a lithograph by John 
Caspar Wild and in 1846-47 it 
was sketched by Henry Lewis 
for a major collection of 
lithographs which appeared in 
1854. 

Rudolf Friederick Kurz, ‘a 
visiting Swiss artist, described 
the pictograph in 1847 as “‘a 
colossal eagle,” and in the same 
year John Russell published a 
revised version of the legend 

Speculation continued 
throughout the 19th Century, 








even after the entire rock upon 
which the pictograph appeared 
was quarried away for making 
lime. 


ugh there is now way of 
Scertaining just how the 
original pictograph looked, the 
most commonly accepted 
version was a sketch made by a 
group of old citizens of Alton 

It has been reproduced 
numerous times and is .now 
painted on a cliff along the 
Great River Road above Alton.

Research project 
at proposed road 


Southern Illinois University 
at Edwardsville is participating 
in one of the largest research 
projects ever undertaken by the 
educational institution. ~ 

A contract entered into by the 
university and Illinois 


Department of Transportation 


calls for an archeological 
assessment along 134 miles of 
proposed highway right-of-way 
for F.A.P. 410 between 
Columbia and Pinckneyville. 
Two alternate routes are in- 
cluded in the survey. 

It is estimated that the 
assessment will take a year to 
complete and cost $100,000. 

Sidney G. Denny, chairman of 
the anthropology department at 
SIUE, says the research 
proposal cails for the location of 
all historic and prehistoric sites 
in the 6,500-acre area, based 
primarily on surface scatter 
data 

An aerial flight survey, ‘with 
photographs, will be conducted 
along the route to determine the 
location of ground cover 
Ground work will then be 
scheduled around crop removal 
and other more permanent 
types of cover. 

All plowed fields within the 
area will be walked, by two 
three-man crews. Sites not 
buried or obscured by 
vegetation cover will be 
documented by the walkover 
technique, Denny said. 

In some cases, such as 
weeded and wooded area or 
particularly large sites, coring. 
shovel testing or phosphating 
may be utilized to discover or 
clarify site boundaries. 

The archeological crews have 
already uncovered a number of 
sites that show evidence of 
early habitation. Artifacts 
recovered from the early set 
tlements include very small bits 
of broken pottery, stones with 
man-made projectile points, 
and chipping debris 

In trying to record what 
functions were carried on at a 
particular prehistoric site, the 
anthropologists have to take 
into consideration many 
variables. A researcher must 
ascertain whether or not the 
artifact is still lying in its 
original resting place or if it has 
been moved 

According to Kenneth 
Williams, staff assistant in the

are many ways in which ar- 
tifacts may be scattered. They 
may have been dragged across 
the land by a farmer's plow, 
washed out of the sides of banks 
by erosion, or even blown away 
by the wind. 

Animals burrowing in the 
ground ‘may have scattered 
them. Or they may have been 
disturbed by the Indians 
themselves. “‘The prehistoric 
people spread their refuse 
around more than we do,” Bill 
Woods, another staff assistant, 
said. 

The Indian did a lot more 
earth-moving than modern man 
might think. He built his home 
over a “house basin” and 
provided himself and his family 
with storage and disposal pits. 

Even where there are no 
visible artifacts, there is still 
evidence of past land use in the 
soil 

“The people who lived there 
deposited a variety of organic 
and inorganic debris into the 
soil, including garbage and 
even bodies,’’ Woods said 

“This debris changes the 
chemical content of the soil 
where it has been deposited, 
raising the concentration of 
carbon, nitrogen, calcium and 
phosphorus.” 

The final report of the project 
will include an assessment of 
the possible value of each site 
found, a detailed map of site 
locations, drawings and 
photographs of distinctive 
artifacts, a summary analysis 
of cultural materials, and 
suggestions for — future 
diagnostic work or mitigation 
procec ures on ___ specific 
sites. So far, the an. 
thropologists and their crews 
have uncovered more than 20 
sites showing evidence of*prior 
habitation; some were known 
sites, and others are new 
discoveries. 

By the time the researchers 
get to the end of each proposed 
alternate route, they expect to 
find clase to 200 aboriginal sites, 
“Most of them will not be 
primarily known,” Williams 
believes.

Nameoki pays disputed 
bill for drainage line 


The Nameoki Town Board of 
Auditors voted Monday night to 
pay a $12,000 bill for replacing 
an underground drainage 
system at the end of Ivy Lane. 
but only after a legal opinion 
was read, allowing them to 
declare the work was done to 
correct an emergency situation 
without seeking bids for the job. 

Louis Whitsell, Nameoki 
Township supervisor, objected 
saying, “I have been trying to 
soive this problem for several 
years, but it is not an 
emergency. I am glad the work 
1s done, but I am upset over the 
procedure without competitive 
bidding 

Albert Bell, highway com. 
missioner of the township, has 
contended it was impossible to 
bid the work, since the problem 
was underground and con 
tractors could not determine 
hows much work would be 
required to repair the drainage 
line 

He said he hired H&H Sewer 
Service at $1,200 per day to do 
the work, which required about 
10 days. The town board 
previously had authorized him 
to have the sewer repaired and 
had agreed to pay half the cost 
from federal revenue sharing 
funds. 

Whitsell contended federal 
revenue sharing funds could not 
be used for a project done 
without competitive bidding, 
without endangering all of the 
revenue sharing grant 

The board tabled action on the 
bill at its previous meeting until 
a legal opinion could be ob- 
tained from the township's 
attorney, H. Carl Runge. 

Runge's opinion was read to 
the board Monday night. He 
said Bell attempted to prepare 
specifications for bidding, but 


found it could not be bid. He 
then arranged for the work to be 
done on a per diem basis “for 
the purpose of beginning to 
clear the blockage and deter 
mine the nature and extent of it 
‘During this time, the con 
tractor brought a substantial 
amount of equipment to the 
scene and when the true 
situation was learned, it was the 
judgment of Mr. Bell that the 
original contractor should 
proceed with his equipment 
on the scene on an 
emergency basis to complete 
the work 

“This was _ principally 
because rains could drastically 
affect that portion of the work 
that had already been done and 
might require complete 
duplication of the labor 

‘It is my opinion under these 
facts and circumstances that 
these events did, in fact, con 
stitute an emergency which 
would constitute an exception to 
the bid rule..." Runge said 

He suggested, however, that 
the half to be paid by the town 
board should be paid directly 
from the town fund health 
appropriation. 

After hearing the opinion, the 
board voted to declare the work 
an emergency and then voted to 
pay half the bill from road and 
bridge funds and half from the 
town fund 

A bill from Bell for $1,100 for 
pipe used in the project was 
held by the board awaiting a 
legal opinion whether it 
requires approval from the 
county superintendent of high- 
ways. 

It had been tabled at the 
previous meeting as not ap- 
proved by the county 
superintendent, although ail 
bills in excess of $1,000 for any

A. L. “Pete” Metcalf, current 
grand knight of Tri-Cities 
Council'1088, spoke last week to 
the Madison-Venice Rotary 
Club meeting in the Madison 
Recreation Center. Rotarian 
Frank Kierski, past grand 
knight, was the program 
chairman and introduced the 
speaker. 

“Father McGinney met with 
a small group of young men in 
his parish and they agreed in 
general with the objectives of 
the new organization: Po 


provide a system of fraternal 
insurance, to care for widows 
and orphans of members, to 
provide fellowship among the 
members, to aid the cause of 
religion and to perform 
charitable, educational and 
patriotic works for the benefitof 
theit fellowman and their 
country, he said. 

“The founders of the order 
felt that the name of the new 
organization should honor 
Christopher Columbus, and it 
should embody knightly ideals 
of service to church, country 
and fellowman. 

“After an original proposal of 
‘Sons of Columbus,’ the title of 
‘Knights of Columbus’ was 
adopted,” he said 

“On March 29, 1882, the state 
of Connecticut granted the 
charter to the Knights of

Concern over dry fields 


Tilinois fields and forests are 
the driest they have been since 
the mid-1950s and, becatise of 
this, farmers need to be 
especially careful with fire, 
according to Pud Williams, 
Tlinois director of agriculture. 

“The number of acres of 
forest and cropland that have 
been burned this year is already 
running way ahead of the total 
for all of last year,” Williams 
said. “The last time the state 
was this dry, more than a 
quarter million acres were 
burned by uncontrolled fires. 
We have the potential for the 
same kind of damage this year 
if people get careless. 

“There's just not any excuse 
to burn brush or crop residue 


this year with conditions as dry 


hunters to be careful with fire. 
If a fire does break out, they 


~ should report it immediately to 


erosion, improve soil moisture 
and add organic matter, in 
addition to reducing the risk of 
fire. 


“Landowners should 
remember that they are liable 
for damages if a fire they set 
gets out fot of control and leaves 
their property. 

“There are fire watches out 
fo? most of central and southern 
Illinois and there are several 
counties in the southern part of 
the state that are prohibiting all 
burning without special permits 
from the local fire wardens.

Midwest hunting outlook 
favorable in most states

The hunting season, thank- 
fully, is just around the 
corner. In fact, it’s closer 
than that in the case of Dli- 
nois’ duck and goose seasons 
which already are open to 
provide hunters with as much 
information about the sea- 
sons as possible. 

Here is the 1976 Midwest 
Hunting guide, a state-by- 
state run down on hunting 
prospects. 

ILLINOIS 

Deer prospects are excel- 
lent, with the largest herds 
still in the northern and west- 
ern counties. 

Young pheasant popula- 
tions were down 20-25 per 
cent this year and the kill in 
many areas will be down. The 
best hunting can be found in 
Ford, Livingston and McLean 
Counties. Pheasant hunting 
will be good in Vermilion, 
Iroquois, LaSalle, Tazewell, 
Woodford and Mason Coun- 
ties. 

The quail population is up 
10 per cent and best hunting

Deer hunters will enjoy 
only fair success in the north-

The pheasant population 
has increased 50 per cent, but 
still is only half the popula- 
tion hunters enjoyed in 1971. 
Quail are up slightly in -all 
areas except the northeast. 
All districts report an in- 
crease in the rabbit popula- 
tion. Fox, raccoon and ruffed 
grouse all show a decline. 

IOWA 

The pheasant population is 
rated excellent throughout 
the state’s primary ranges, 
particularly the west-central 
part of the state. 

Iowa's small game seasons 
overlap and that’s a break for 
the hunter. Rabbits are 
abundant in the southern 
third of the state. Fox and 
grey squirrels abound in 
timberland throughout the 
state. Ruffed grouse shooting 
should be tops in the north- 
east and quail should also be 
plentiful. 

The Iowa deer season is 
open to residents only. 

KENTUCKY 

There are more than one 
million acres of public land 
open to hunting in. Kentucky 
— including the Daniel Boone 
National Forest and the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority. 
Visitors should get an oppor- 
tunity to experience the full 
expanse of Kentucky’s excel- 
lent hunting with deer, squir- 
rel, grouse, fox, raccoon and 
quail all available.

The 
state has a fine raccoon popu- 
lation and night hunting with 
dogs is extremely popular. 
The state’s No. 1 attraction is 
deer, and some herds could 
reach record proportions. 

NEBRASKA 

Pheasant hunting success 
should be high this year, es- 
pecially in the northeast. 
Hunters visiting Basswood 
Ridge, Bazile Creek or Grove 
Lake public areas will find 
healthy populations of 
pheasant, quail and water- 
fowl. 

The Sand Hills area also 
expects to produce a solid 
supply of pheasant. Areas to 
try for pheasant also include 
the Arcadia Diversion Dam 
acreage and the Milburn 
Diversion Dam lands.

The fate of the Joint Com- 
mittee. on Atomic Energy is 
uncertain. The time is drawing 
near for Congress to consider its 
dismantlement. 

Three Illinoisans are involved 
in its destiny 

Rep. Melvin Price of this 
district, a Democrat and dean 
of the Mlinois Congressional 
delegation, was its vice 
chairman in the last congress 
and is a past chairman. 

Rep. John B. Anderson of 
Rockford, third-ranking House 
Republican, is a senior minority 
member of the committee. 

Sen. Adlai E. Stevenson, D- 
Il, is chairman of the Senate's 
Committee on Committees 
which has proposed changes 
that would abolish it 

Of the seven joint ‘com- 
mittees, the one on atomic 
power alone wields legislative 
authority 

More members of Congress in 
recent years have seemed to 
believe no joint committee 
should report legislation to the 
floor, and there are proposals to 
strip the committee of the 
power it has held for 30 years. 

The House Democratic 
Caucus is to meet Dec. 6. 

The majority caucus is ex 
pected to consider transferring 





the joint committee's 
jurisdictions to four standing 
house committees, leaving it 


with a token oversight function. 

Stevenson considers his 
committee's proposal to reduce 
31 committees to 14 a priority 
item for the next congress 

In the Stevenson realignment 
the Joint Committee on Atomic 
Energy would hand over most 
of its jurisdiction to the Senate 
Armed Services and Interior 
committees. 

Although a House Republican 
source close to the joint com 
mittee cautioned that it is “still 
quite early’ to talk of 
abolishing it, he did volunteer 
the inférmation that a sampling 
of Democratic caucus opinion 
recently found 63 per cent in 
favor of dismantlement 

How are Illinoisans Melvin 
Price and John Anderson taking 
alll this? 

There has been no apparent 
reaction yet, but> some 
colleagues reportedly think

associates say he has not made 
up his mind. 

Anderson does believe, 
however, that the joint com- 
mittee has functioned well and 
has “a proud record to point 
to," as one: source put it 
Anderson is disturbed that the 
committee is being maligned by 
critics who say it is too chummy 
with the nuclear power in- 
dustry. - 

The committee got into hot 
water this year when it blocked 
Congressional amendments to 
restrict nuclear exports. 

The Republican source 
asserted a conviction that the 
joint committee is still needed 
and that, over the next five 
years, it will have a crucial role 
in shaping foreign and domestic 
policy in nuclear affairs. 

Particularly urgent, the 
source said, will be the issue of

Congressman Robert H. Micha

Government never creates 
wealth — people do. 

We cannot continue to 
transfer each year an in- 
creasing percentage of our 
national wealth from the most 


productive to the least 
productive sector of our 
economy — without en- 


dangering the economic future 
of our children 

~ If this is the direction our 
nation is headed, and we don’t 
like it, the question is: What are 
we doing to do about it? 

The election results of Nov. 2 
tell us, first of all, that this will 
be another anti-business 
Congress — a pro-government, 
anti-private enterprise 
Congress, with more regulation 
and control than ever. 

But it tells us somthing else. 
It tells us the American people 
must like what they've been 
getting. Parentheticaily, that 
would include congressmen 
with more than one wife, those 
who chisel on travel vouchers, 
consort with unsavory 
characters and lead something 
less than exemplary personal 
lives, because only two of them 
were defeated 

In a nutshell, it must mean 
that those of us who are 
strong supporters of private 
enterprise have failed on two 
counts, 

We have failed to’ ef- 
fectively sell our case to the 
American people, and we 
have not sacceeded in 
developing sufficiently at- 
tractive solutions to meet the 
shortcomings which a 
majority of Americans ap- 
parently see in our system. 
If there is public concern, we 

are going to have to face up to it, 
and not just hope the concern 
will evaporate. If there is a 
sound basfs for showing that the 
concern is groundless, then we 
need facts and figures .to prove 


our case, not just empty 
rhetoric wailing -@gainst 
change 


If there is a basis for the 
concern, then we need positive 
approaches to meet the 
problem 

The unemployment problem 
is a good example. We currently 
have 7.5 million people 
unemployed, 7.9 per cent of the 
workforce. Yet, it's interesting 
to note that just 5.4 per cent of 
the workforce are unemployed 
heads of households. 

Furthermore, nearly 70 per 
cent of the unemployed are out 
of work for less than 15 weeks to 
37 per cent for less than five 
weeks 

What this indicates, 
that the real

picture may not be as serious in 
its impaet as the overall figure 
might indicate — particularly 
if, during periods of so-called 
full employment, such as World 
War II, Korea, Vietnam, etc., 
we still had a rate of unem- _ 
ployment in the range of three 
per cent, 

Lest we have a tendency to 
become ‘complacement, 
however, the key point is still 
that 7.5 million Americans do 
not Have jobs and most of them 
want jobs. 

If the work ethic is to mean 
anything, people who want to 
work ought to be able to find 
work. More and more people in 
this country are now seeking 
more than ever before, and the 
pattern is changing 

Forty-three per cent of our 
workforce now is made up of 
second bread winners in. the 
family. 

Ten years ago, only 35 per 
cent of married women were 
working. Today's it's 45 per 
cent. 

If we, had 45 per cent of the 
married women working ten 
years ago, the rate of unem- 
ployment then would have been 
10.3 per cent 

Or, taken another way, if we 
still had only 35 per cent of the 
married women working today 
as we did ten years ago, there 
would be four million more jobs 
available today 

If people who-do want to work 
cannot find jobs, however, it 
can only serve to erode the work 
ethic among these people, and 
undermine one of the basic 
essentials that make us as 
strong as we have been as a 
people and as a nation. 

Unemployment does one 
further thing. It weakens (he 
private enterprise system. 

If priyate industry cannot 
provide the jobs, then govern 
ment is going to step in and try 
to fill the void. We have seen 
this with the Public Service 
Jobs Program and the Public 
Works Employment Program 
and we have seen pressures for 
an even more grandiose 
scheme, the so-called Hum 
phrey-Hawkins approach 

If government ends up with 
this responsibility, whether 
by design or by default, then 
Kovernment is going to 
gradually move into the 
realm of production itself. 

The net result is that if we 
are to preserve our private 
enterprise system, the 
unemployment problem must 
be resolved in the private 
sector, by the private sector. 
The business and industrial 

community needs to analyze the 
economic picture and ask itself 
wether it has the capacity to 
provide jobs for the majority of 
the 7.5 million people currently 
seeking work and the millions of 
additional people who will be

If it does have the capacity, 
then we need facts and figures 
to prove it. For instance, how 
‘many jobs are eurrently 
available, but are not being 
filled? 

We see pages and pages of 
want ads in the newspapers 
And the U.S. Employment 
Service tells us they had 611,000 
unfilled jobs in August, which 
are orily those reported. 

But what is the real total? Are 
there enough .jobs currently 
available to make a significant 
dentin the unemployment 
picture? 

To what extent do we need to 
train people, move people, or 
put pressure on people to fill 
these jobs? 

We don't know the answers. 
We may be able to persuade the 
Labor Department to undertake 
a survey in this regard 

But in the short run, the 
business community itself 
ought to be able to survey its 
own members to come up with 
some better answers. It is in 
your own best interest to do so. 

If business feels it can provide 
the necessary jobs to meet the 
unemployment problem, but 
requires government 
cooperation to fully meet the 
objective, then it must tell us 
what types of cooperation are 
needed. Most importantly, it 
must tell the extent to which 
such cooperation will provide 
jobs. 

For’ instance, business has 
frequently called for various 
forms of tax stimuli to en 
courage and foster capital 
formation that will in turn 
create new jobs. 

But there is no way we can 
sell the idea of business tax 
reductions or credits unless we 
have solid information on the 
specific number of jobs they 
will create, and unless it will in 
fact be used to create jobs, not 


simply increase the profit 
margin. 

Such information may be 
difficult to come by, and ad- 


vance commitments may not be 
standard business parocedure 
but it seems to me we have got 
to start thinking in those terms. 

There are other sources of 
jobs which ought to be con. 
sidered in the effort to achieve 
full employment 

For instance, it is estimated 
that three to four million jobs 
are currently being filled by 
illegal aliens. 

We need stronger federal 
laws in this regard, but we also 
need a self-policing effort by the 
business community to insure 
that businessmen do not in- 
tentionally or ~unintentionall: 
hire illegal aliens and in th 
process deny these jobs to 
American citizens.

substitute overtime work for the 
hiring of additional workers. 

The latest statistics indicate 
that manufacturing production 
workers average three hours 
overtime per week. With 13.8 
million of them in the work- 
force, that could be translated 
into an additional 1.1 million 
full-time jobs. 

Many firms feel it is more 
practical to substitute overtime 
for new hiring. But what may be 
the easiest and most practical 
course for the moment, may not 
always be best for your long 
run. 

In summary, unemployment 
is not something we can afford 
to leave to government, nor it is 
a problem we can afford to 
ignore 

Unemployment hurts people 
in the short run and business in 
the long run. 

You can impove both your 
image and your future by taking 
the lead in’ promoting the 
condition wherein everyone who 
wants to work does in fact have 
the opportunity to work. 

There is a related area where 
it is in the best interests of 
business to help us resolve some 
shortcomings, and that is our 
system of unemployment 
compensation. 

We have been exploring the 
various elements of this system 
for some time now, and more 
abuses and loopholes pop up 
every time one turns around. 

I took the lead in closing one 
last year — the loophole that 
allowed teachers to collect 
unemployment - benefits over 
the summer months — but there 
are many others’ which still 
need to be addressed. 

These include the gaps in the 
system which allow unem- 
ployment benefits to be paid to 
professional athletes during 
their off-season, to pregnant 
workers during their maternity 
leave, and to retirees receiving 
unemployment benefits for the 
first year of their retirement, 
which we uncovered and sought 
to change. 

We failed in one effort to get 
the House to close this one, but 


did win a partial victory in the 
Senate which eventually was 
lost in conference. 

Perhaps the largest 


loophole relates to the so- 
called ‘suitability of work" 
provision, which allows 
unemployment recipients to 
accept jobs only in their field 
and at their previous salary 
level 

How many times have we 
heard about people being 
offered jobs but turning them 
down, simply because the tax 
free unemployment benefi 
plus food stamps, gives them 
a better deal than working?

At the federal level, growth of 
the so-called transfer payments 
in and out of government now 
total $165 billion this year alone, 
covering such programs as 
Social Security, veterans’ 
benefits, public assistance, 
unemployment insurance, 
railroad retirement, food and 
nutrituion, health care and 
housing programs.

not by government, which can't 
produce anything — buy by the 
individual taxpayer and the 
revenues generated. by the 
private sector. 

We are close to forgetting 
that we cannot wish ourselves 
rich. The government can 
print however much money it 
pleases, but the amount of 
currency in circulation has 
not one iota of bearing on the 
level of prosperity, as the 
German government of the 
1920s found out to its dismay. 

Only entrepreneurs can 
create wealth, risking their 
own livelihoods to organize 
resources, labor and capital 
— and transform them into 
jobs, goods, services and the 
all-important surplus capital 
that is necessary for further 
economic expansion. 

All too frequently, American 
businessmen assume that 
everybody understands how 
they are putting profits to work 
in community projects, in 
research and development, in 
solving social problems. 

Unfortunately, business’ has 
allowed its enemies to define it, 
its critics to explain it, and its 
foes to report it. 

To conclude, I just have to say 
again, men and women in 
business and industry have got 
to help us explain to people who

Skinner and Hynes agreed 
that local-level prosecutors 
should be supported by a 
federal task force specifically 
established to investigate fraud 
in the national health program. 

Skinner said the task force 
should include postal in- 
spectors, Internal Revenue 
Service special agents, Federal 
Bureau of Investigation agents, 
investigators from the 
Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare, ac- 
countants , and professional 
counsel from the medical fields, 

In response to Percy's 
questions, Skinner said the 
greatest deterrent to ‘white- 
collar crime” is the’certainty of 
a jail term 

According to their lawyers, 
Skinner testified, Medicaid 
wrongdoers most fear going to 
prison. 

“There's no reason we 
shouldn't have a minimum 
mandatory sentence,” Skinner 
said, adding that “prosecution 
can have a deterrent effect,” 
particularly in cases involving 
“kickback” charges 

He said that as a result of the 
Hlinois investigations, “what 
appeared to be only a ‘major’ 
problem 16 months ago is now 
more accurately seen as a 
motherlode of fraud and 
corruption within Medicaid and 
Medicare ptograms.”” 

He said the 1970s have wit- 


nessed “the greatest ripoff in 
history” and he implied that 
this “‘national disgrace” can be

Skinner said Medicaid 
profiteering not only steals tax 
dollars and ill serves those in 
need, but also is nationally 
demoralizing.
